Mouth infection sometimes may 
occur as a result-of poor nutrition, 
particularly from a Inck of vitamin 
C, Of course this, too, will Iead to a 
bad odour of the breath and can be 
corrected by making sure that all of 
fhe neeessary food parts ure 
obtained. . 


In adults, bad breath or halitosis 
is often duc to an infection In the 
back part of the nose. This should 
be suspected if the Hning membranc 
of the thront Is dry and congested. 


Anothor Causo 


Chronic bronchitis or inflamma- 
tlon of the tubes in the lungs !s.also 
a couse of bad odour of the bréath, 


SUll another cause. 1s improper 
action of the stomach. This should’ 
be suspected as a cause if there are 
other symptoms, suctr as loss of ap- 
petite and excess. gas forrati¢n. 
The band odour’ of the breath in 
these cases Js most noticenstle early 
in the morning. ‘ 


Bad breath may be produced by 
varlouy foods, such as onions or 
garlic, os well as by smoking.

JOINT PROTEST. 

London, Feb. 9.—Western natlons 
who signed the Hungarian peac: 
treaty are expected to start a series 
of informal consultations to decide 
whetheg to make n foint protest 
against the trial and’ conviction of 

pdin asep h szenty ou 
charges of treason.
